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Tributes to lake 
tragedy brothers 


HEARTFELT tributes 
have been paid to two 
popular half-brothers 
who died after getting 
into difficulties while 
rowing on a lake. 

The East Cambridge¬ 
shire community has 
been rocked following 
the deaths of Ashley 
Yardy, 22, and 17-year- 
old Luke. 

Ashley, who has a baby son, 
was accompanied by Luke, at 
about 8am on Sunday as he 
carried out his role as a 
trainee gamekeeper on a lake 
at the Kingfishers Bridge 
Project, nearWicken. 

Luke’s father, Andrew 
Fountain, 56, watched from 
the bank as his son, in a 
wooden rowing boat, tried to 
help injured birds in the 
reeds. 

Luke reached over the side 
and fell in, before Ashley - a 
trained lifeguard - jumped in 
to save him. 

But the brothers, both 
former Witchford Village 
College pupils who lived with 
their mother Amanda in King 
Cob, Stretham, struggled 
against the thick mud and 
dense reeds, and the emer¬ 
gency services, including 
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specialist divers, were called. 

Ashley’s body was found at 
4.15pm on the same day and 
Luke’s was recovered on 
Monday at about 5pm. 

It is believed the weight of 
their boots dragged them 
under. 

Ashley’s heartbroken father, 
David Yardy, 57, said: “They 
were two good lads and not 
into trouble at all. 

“Ashley went into the water 
and lost his life trying to save 
his brother. It’s what anyone 
would do. 

“Ashley’s baby, Nathan, 
turns 1 in October. They were 
writing out the invitations to 
his birthday at the weekend. 

“Ashley’s mum is very 
distressed. I have lost one son 
but she has lost two. At least 
the two boys are back 
together now. Rest in peace 
boys - you will be deeply 
missed.” 

Ashley’s grandparents, Ron 
and Aurelia Yardy, both 82, 
and of Newmarket Road, 
Stretham, drove past the farm

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Community order 
for man found with 
knife outside pub 

A MAN found outside a pub with a 
kitchen knife in his sock has avoided a 
prison sentence. 

James Wilson, 24, of Frankland Walk, 
Ely, appeared at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court on September 7 charged with 
possessing a bladed article. 

He pleaded guilty to the offence, which 
happened on August 27 in Ely city centre. 

Scheherazade Haque, prosecuting, said 
a member of the public had reported 
Wilson to a special constable at 9.40pm as 
having a knife in his sock outside The 
Hereward pub in Market Street. 

Miss Haque said Wilson was 
approached by officers and indicated to 
them that he had a knife in his sock. 

“It was a fixed-blade kitchen knife 
about seven inches long in total. The 
blade was about half that length. The 
blade was found pointing upwards in his 
sock. In an interview he said he knowingly 
took the knife out. He had it out with him 
for protection,” she added. 

Lowri Marks, mitigating, said: “In fact 
what Mr Wilson said was that he had no 
intention whatsoever of using it. He 
would use it by waving it at someone if he 
was attacked. He had no intention of 
hurting someone with it.” 

She said he had been drinking and went 
home to change when he picked up the 
knife. 

Tony Birks, presiding magistrate, said: 
“We are not going to take it over the 
custody threshold today but it could quite 
clearly have been a custodial sentence. 
The knife could have been used on you. 

“We are looking at a community order 
of 240 hours of unpaid work and £85 
costs, and the knife will be destroyed.”

Boundary shake-up planned to create new eastern seat 


EAST Cambridgeshire 
could be merged into one 
constituency as part of a 
huge shake-up of Parlia¬ 
mentary seats. 

Under proposals announced 
by the Boundary Commission, 
the current South East 
Cambridgeshire constituency 
could be scrapped and replaced 
by a new seat which focuses on 
Ely. 

The organisation wants to 
then merge North East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire with that seat - as 
well as Newmarket. 

The proposed new Ely and 
Newmarket constituency would 
take in all the East Cambridge¬ 
shire towns and villages, as well 
as Forest Heath wards. 

The proposals were announ¬ 
ced this week and, if approved, 
would take East Cambridgeshire 
back to the way it was before the 
boundary changes in the 1980s - 
minus the addition of 
Newmarket. 

MP for South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, Jim Paice, said: 
“There has been a lot of 
speculation about how the 
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boundary changes will affect 
East Cambridgeshire but I don’t 
think many thought they would 
want to bring Newmarket into 
Ely. I’m surprised by this move. 

“I think it’d be good to see all 
of East Cambridgeshire brought 
together as one but I’m not sure I 
agree with bringing an element 
of Suffolk in too. 

“However, these are just 
proposals and a consultation will 
be carried out, during which I 
will be speaking up.” 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “We will be 
looking at the exact details of the 
proposed constituency changes 
from the Boundary Commission 
over the next few days and weeks 
to see what the impact will be on 
our residents.” 

But Cllr James Waters, leader 
of Forest Heath District Council, 
said: “While I fully understand 
and accept the Government’s 
desire to reduce the number of 
MPs and to make the number of 
electors in each constituency 


more equitable, the proposal for 
West Suffolk is wrong. 

“We have yet to study the 
detail of the proposals, but I 
have no doubt that Forest Heath 
District Council will be 
objecting, in the strongest 
possible terms, to the proposal 
to include Newmarket and 
Exning in the a new constituency 
called Newmarket and Ely.” 

The Boundary Commission 
for England was tasked with 
reviewing the constituency 
boundaries to reduce the 
number in England from 533 to 
502 and standardise their 
electorates to within 5 per cent 
of the 76,641 in all bar two 
constituencies. 

A 12-week consultation is 
taking place until December 5.

Ouse route 
trialled for 
barge trips 

A TRIAL run has been 
launched to see if the 
River Ouse could be 
used to transport sew¬ 
age sludge. 

Barges last week 
began towing a large 
pontoon from Cathedral 
Marina in Ely and tra¬ 
velled downriver, via 
Queen Adelaide and 
Littleport, towards the 
tidal Ouse at Denver 
Sluice. 

Tanker lorries are 
used to take the waste to 
Anglian Water’s 

treatment works at 
Clenchwarton, near 
Kings Lynn, and the trial 
is to determine whether 
barges could do the job 
instead - cutting the 
number of HGVs on the 
roads. 

Anglian Water hopes 
shipments could begin 
by 2015 if the trials are 
successful. 

A spokesman for AW 
said the company was 
serious about its plans 
and would be consulting 
river users. 

Consultees include 
marinas, the Environ¬ 
ment Agency and the 
Port of King’s Lynn. 

Barges and sailing 
vessels called lighters 
were used to carry 
freight inland from 
King’s Lynn before the 
dawn of the railways.

Restaurant 
keen on High 
Street site 

ELY diners could soon be eating 
out in style at a new resturant on 
the site of the old Curry’s store in 
Ely’s High Street. 

London-based restaurant firm 
Tasty PLC wants to open a 
Mediterranean or Asian style 
eaterie and has applied for 
planning permission to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

A spokeswoman for the firm 
said: “We haven’t decided which 
one we definitely want to go for 
first. We’re keeping our fingers 
crossed that we’ll be able to 
open in Ely though, for sure.” 

The large premises have stood 
empty ever since Curry’s closed 
last year. Building work has been 
going on at the site in recent 
months and there were rumours 
that fast food giant Subway was 
going to take over the store - 
which proved to be incorrect. 

Barry Lonsdale, chairman of 
the Ely Traders’ Association, 
said: “Obviously it’s great that 
one of our empty shops will be 
filled but this really concerns 
me. We have enough restaurants 
and cafes - we need different 
things so that the city is more 
appealing. 

“The shop is ever so big and I 
was hoping a large national 
chain would take it over - 
preferably a shop. 

“The council really needs to 
sit down and think about this 
before the change of use is 
approved.” 


A PENSIONER used his pedal 
power to raise hundreds of 
pounds for local churches. 

Chris Barber, a priest vicar 
at Ely Cathedral, may be 78 
but that didn’t stop him 
cycling a gruelling 50 miles 
last Saturday. 

Mr Barber, who lives in King 
Edgar Close, Ely, with his wife, 


Mary, cycled 50 miles around 
the Ely Deanery, visiting all 27 
churches and chapels. 

He has taken part in the 
challenge every year for the 
past decade, helping to raise 
thousands of pounds for the 
Cambridgeshire Historic 
Churches Trust (CHCT). 

The father-of-three and 


grandfather-of-six said: “My 
wife wants me to stop doing it 
as she says I’m getting too old. 
But there’s still some life in me 
yet. 

“I love cycling and like to 
use it to raise as much money 
for the CHCT as I can. Last 
year I raised around £1,000 
and this year I know I’ve 


already raised at least £250.” 

Mr Barber, who is also an 
assistant priest at St Peter’s 
Church in Ely, set off from his 
home in Ely on Saturday 
morning and returned that 
evening.

London youths 
arrested on 
drug charge 

TWO London youths have been 
arrested on suspicion of selling 
drugs in Ely. 

Police swooped at an address on 
the High Barns estate last Thursday 
afternoon after a tip-off from a 
member of the public. 

Officers discovered a stash of 
cocaine with a street value of 
£1,500 hidden in the bathroom 
toilet system. 

The raid came just days after 
Ely sector inspector Rob Sissons 
revealed drug dealers from the 
capital are travelling to the city. 

Insp Sissons said: “It was 
another good result for us. This is 
proof that when people report 
something to us we act on it there 
and then.” 

Only last week, Insp Sissons told 
how crack cocaine dealers have 
been caught using addresses in Ely 
- but he insists his officers are 
catching them before they 
establish a base. 

Insp Sissons believes Ely’s direct 
transport links with London makes 
it a prime target for dealers and he 
says police are prepared for more 
to travel into the city. 

Insp Sissons said: “They can be 
in Ely within an hour on the train 
and they think it’s a community 
where they can get away with it. 
But that’s not the case.” 

As a result of Thursday’s raid, a 
16-year-old boy and a 17-year-old 
boy, both from London, have been 
arrested and bailed to return to Ely 
police station on November 9.

Aldi hands in 
new store plan 


SUPERMARKET giant Aldi 
has submitted new plans 
to build a store in Ely - 
three years after originally 
being granted permission. 

The new proposals, submitted 
to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council this week, still focus on 
building the store at the former 
Thurlow Nunn Standen site in 
Lisle Lane. 

However, Aldi bosses say the 
current building of a Sainsbury’s 
store nearby has forced them to 
change to the plans. 

Originally, the plan was to 
build a food store and a non-food 
unit - but now the company just 
wants to build a food store. 

In the previous proposal, Aldi 
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also wanted the store’s pedestrian 
link to be via The Vineyards in Ely 
- which proved controversial 
with residents in The Vineyards 
and traders in Forehill, who 
insisted the pedestrian link 
should be via their shops to boost 
footfall. 

Now the plan is to focus the 
footfall via Forehill. 

Alistair Close, of Aldi’s agents 
Planning Potential, says in a 
letter to the council that the 
removal of the non-food unit 
“allows for an improved car park 
layout, as well as freeing up space 
as a result of the reconfigured 


access to accommodate the 
Sainsbury’s scheme”. 

He says the relocation of the 
pedestrian route will “help to 
stimulate linked trade with shops 
and services within the extended 
frontage”. 

The company was originally 
given planning permission by in 
August 2008. 

For about 18 months 
community leaders and residents 
have feared the company has 
been put off moving into the city 
- however Aldi has always 
insisted opening a store in Ely is 
“part of its future opening plan”. 

The district council will decide 
whether the revised plans are 
acceptable. 


Nightclub celebrates weekend launch

A VERY special “des res” is up 
for sale in a house with its own 
wildlife reserve - complete with 
water buffalo and bat cave. 

Kingfishers Bridge near Ely is 
set in the midst of 287 acres of 
fenland, more than half of 
which has been turned into 
wetland habitats.

A TYRE recycling firm has been 
cleared of allowing waste to harm 
human health after a fire in which 
more that 2,000 tonnes of rubber 
went up in flames. 

Murfitt Industries Ltd, based in 
Wisbech Road, Littleport, faced trial this 
week after pleading not guilty to a charge 
of treating, keeping or disposing 
controlled waste, contrary to section 33 of 
the Environmental Protection Act. 

But at Cambridge Crown Court on 
Tuesday, Ruby Hamid, prosecuting on 
behalf of the Environment Agency, told 
the court she would not be offering any 
evidence. 

The move followed legal arguments on 
Monday and Tuesday between the 
prosecution and defence counsel, Richard 
Matthew, over what expert evidence 
could be presented during the trial. 

Miss Hamid told the court: “After a 
series of discussions, the prosecution has 
reviewed the evidence and decided to 
offer no evidence in this case.” 

Judge John Haworth thanked the jury 
for their service and said he would record 
a not guilty verdict himself, due to the jury 
not officially receiving an indictment to

consider prior to the trial breaking down. 

He said: “I have noted a verdict of not 
guilty in this case. There is nothing for you 
to try. Thank you for your patience.” 

On August 21, 2009, a major fire at the 
site started among the rubber, which 
burned for seven weeks, but the firm 
consistendy denied it was at all to blame 
for causing pollution or harm to human 
health and the environment. 

Murfitt Industries, formed in 2001 as 
the UK’s newest tyre recycling facility and 
a member of the voluntary Responsible 
Recycler Scheme, was storing old tyres 
and tyre-derived material on-site at the 
time of the blaze. 

A Murfitt spokesman said: “Whilst 
pleased that the court has formally 
returned a not guilty verdict, the 
prosecution offering no further evidence 
in the case, the company is exasperated 
that this unnecessary and costly 
prosecution was ever brought at all when 
clearly no offence had ever been 
committed.”

Reasons are 
just farcical 

Sir, in reference to the latest in a 
long line of letters by Mr Eddie 
Holden, in which he attempts to 
demean the campaign against 
parking charges by traders, 
residents and visitors to the city, I 
would like to suggest that it is he 
himself who is clutching at straws 
with his argument (Weekly News, 
letters, September 8), and his 
continued diatribes about the Ely 
Traders and those who support 
them are now beyond tiresome. 

If Mr Holden wishes to pay to park 
his car then maybe he should 
consider moving out of Ely to 
Newmarket or Cambridge. 

With each weekly letter the 
objections become more farcical - 
last week we had to go back 
hundreds of years to find the 
justification; how utterly ridiculous. 
I doubt that there is anyone in Ely 
unaware that Mr Holden is in 
favour of charges for parking in Ely 
and that he disagrees with Mr 
Olley’s sterling efforts to oppose the 
council on this matter. 

The truth is that we are already 
paying for the car parks. East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
has admitted publicly that it is 
spending £350,000 a year of its 
revenue (from council tax and 
business rates) on their provision 
and upkeep. There are more than 
34,000 households and a further 
2,000 business in the region paying 
these taxes. The cost works out to 
be less than £10 per household or 
business per annum - that is 
around 19p a week. 

Mr Holden’s analogy with regards 
to turnpikes and tollbooths paying 
for road upkeep and parking is 
totally irrelevant. Motorists pay 
road tax to the Government, and as 
our council taxes and business 
rates are already contributing to 
the maintenance and provision of 
the car parks, those costs are being 
paid by us all. 

I personally would like to know 
exactly how much the installation, 
maintenance and upkeep of the 
proposed parking payment 
machines will cost. How much 
money will be spent on the 
purchase of different types of 
parking payment meters? How 
much alteration will be required in 
terms of ground works? How much 
will security measures cost to 
implement to prevent vandalism 
and theft? What maintenance costs 
are involved with the upkeep of the 
machines? Within what timeframe 
does ECDC expect to break even on 
these costs? How much will they 
need to charge to park in order to 
recoup their outlay? 

These are the questions I would 
like answered and my guess is that 
all of the above costs will add up to 
a fair amount more than the 
current £350,000 used from our 
taxes. 

I, for one, appreciate what Mr Olley 
is doing to keep this matter in the 
public eye. Perhaps when Mr 
Holden has collected in excess of 

II, 000 signatures on a petition in 
favour of introducing parking 
charges then he’ll be in an 
adequate position to comment and 
ridicule.

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New opposition 
to plans reform

EURO-MP Richard Hewitt 
has joined the concerned 
voices over planning re¬ 
forms that could lead to 
the resurrection of the 
5,000-home Mereham dev¬ 
elopment 

Mr Howitt, MEP for the East of 
England, has described the 
proposals as a “huge risk” and is 
backing organisations, such as the 
National Trust, English Heritage 
and the RSPB, which are urging 
ministers to re-consider the plans. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
the Government has announced it 
wants to streamline current 
development rules by reducing 
1,300 pages of planning policy to 
just 52. 

Councils could be told there 
should be a “presumption for 
development” - something which 
organisations fear will allow 
unchecked development in the 
countryside. 

It is also worried that a 
contentious plan to build 
thousands of new homes on the 
outskirts of Ely, known as

Mereham, could be revived if the 
reforms are introduced. 

County and district councillor 
Bill Hunt, who led the vigorous Say 
No to Mereham protest, has 
admitted he is concerned and 
said: “Mereham is like a rotten 
smell - it will continue to rise. 

“The proposed changes mean 
that developments, even those as 
big as Mereham, could get through 
the policies more easily and that is 
worrying. 

“I think it is inevitable that 
Mereham could re-raise its ugly 
head. If developers think there’s a 
chance of getting it approved they 
will certainly give it a whirl.” 

Speaking about the proposed 
reforms, Mr Howitt, a former local 


council planning committee 
chairman, said: “I am deeply 
worried that in a short-sighted 
rush to encourage developers to 
build the Government will carry 
out an unforgivable act of 
environmental vandalism. 

“The Government’s plans mean 
that the default answer to any 
proposed development will be 
‘yes’. 

“This sounds the death-knell to 
the principle established in the 
1940s that the planning system 
should be used to protect what is 
most special in the landscape.” 

Mereham first came to light in 
2005 when developer Multiplex 
Stannifer submitted plans to build 
off the A10 between Stretham and 
Wilburton. 

Locals were in uproar over the 
proposals and launched the Say 
No to Mereham campaign - and 
they fought vigorously to get the 
plans thrown out. In 2006, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
refused the plans, insisting the 
settlement would wreak traffic 
havoc on the county’s roads. 

The developers lodged an 
appeal with the Planning 
Inspectorate, which was rejected 
in August 2008 by communities 
secretary Hazel Blears.

Parishioners go green 
and join yoghurt team 


CHURCHGOERS are 
on a mission to help 
reduce the amount of 
waste going to 
landfill. 

Members of the 
congregation at 
Haddenham 
Methodist Church 
have joined the 
Danone Yoghurt 
Brigade. 

The scheme sees 
them collecting their 
family and friends’ 
empty yoghurt 
containers and 
coffee packs.

Mr and Mrs Mutton then 
applied for planning per¬ 
mission to change the use of 
the land to the side of their 
property to a timber yard in 
June this year. 

The proposals were given 
approval by the planning 
committee on September 7.

Sainsbury’s 
set to bring 
in dentists 


SUPERMARKET chiefs want to 
open a dentist surgery at a new 
store in Ely. 

Bosses at Sainsbury’s have applied for 
planning permission to build a surgery 
inside the store they are currently 
building in Lisle Lane.

“Ely has five well-established dental 
practices and the city is well served as 
these surgeries offer a wide range of NHS 
and private care options to patients. I 
certainly don’t think there is a demand to 
open another practice in the area.”

Developers moved onto the site and 
started laying the supermarket’s 
foundations this spring after the district 
council approved the scheme.

Funds blow 
means end 
for charity 


A CHARITY which cares 
for elderly and vul¬ 
nerable people in 
Soham is being forced 
to close due to a lack of 
funding. 

The Soham Community 
Support Scheme was set up 
by a group of volunteers in 
October 2007. 

For almost four years, the 
scheme has seen volunteer 
carers and wardens helping 
elderly and vulnerable people 
live independent lives in the 
town. 

Just some of the chores 
they did include daily phone 
calls, regular visits, collection 
of prescriptions and 
pensions, dealing with 
emergencies, form-filling and 
appointment-making and 
other practical support, such 
as domestic tasks and 
shopping. 

But on September 7, chair¬ 
man of the scheme, George 
Ginn, had to break the news 
to the volunteers that the

charity had to close. 

It will shut on Friday, 
October 14, the Weekly News 
can confirm. 

Mr Ginn said: “It’s very sad 
news and all the volunteers 
and wardens, including 
myself, are upset, but it’s 
come to the stage where we 
can no longer continue. 

“We have had our funding 
withdrawn and we have 
applied for grants and 
funding but there’s been no 
real joy. 

“We’d like to thank 
everyone who has tried to 
keep us afloat but there 
simply isn’t enough funding 
for us to continue.” 

Mr Ginn said even though 
the charity is closing he 
believed the majority of the 
volunteers would remain 
close to the charity’s users 
and help them whenever they 
can. 


He is also optimistic that 
the scheme may be able to re¬ 
launch some time in the 
future. 

Mr Ginn said: “We’ve 
applied for some long-term 
funding and we’re just hoping 
that one day in the future 
we’ll be able to set the charity 
back up again. 

“I know that our volunteers 
will remain close to our users 
and continue to look out for 
them so that they can 
continue to live independent 
lives without having to go 
into care. 

“These people are elderly 
or vulnerable and we, as their 
carers, have grown close to 
them so I doubt any of us will 
wave goodbye to them 
altogether. 

“In the meantime we’ve just 
got to hope that some 
funding is supplied for 
somewhere so that one day 
we can do it all over again."

A FUND could be set up to 
help raise money to restore 
three antique fire engines. 

Trustees of the Prickwillow 
Drainage Engine Museum are 
planning to set up a Friends of the 
Engine fund to help pay for the 
precious historic engines to be 
refurbished. 

The trio of engines, one of 
which dates back to the 1730s, 
were used to tackle fires in the Ely 
area at a time when the modern 
fire service did not exist. 

Up until last year, the engines 
had been in storage at the Ely fire 
station headquarters in Egremont 
Street. 

However, Cambridgeshire Fire 
Service decided the engines were 
taking up too much room and that 
they needed to go. 

Determined to prevent the 
engines from leaving Ely or being 
destroyed, the City of Ely Council 
launched an appeal to find a home 
for all three of them last summer - 
which is when Prickwillow 
Museum came to the rescue. 

Since then, the engines have 


been securely stored at the 
museum and occasionally put on 
display for members of the public 
to see. 

Now, the museum’s trustees say 
they have people who are willing 
to restore the engines and that 
they are now enquiring about the 
cost of such work, including the 
insurance costs. 

Paul Dunham, one of the 
trustees, said: “We are planning to 
set up a fund for the engines. 

“We have people who are 
interested in restoring the engines 
and that is something we 
definitely want to see happen. 

“The local community are also 
very much behind us but as with 
everything, it is how affordable 
that is going to be. 


“We are currently enquiring 
about the costs, including the 
insurance costs, and we will then 
go from there. If a fund is set up it 
will be dedicated specifically to 
the engines, with the ultimate aim 
of restoring them and getting 
them on display to the public. 

“These are precious to Ely and 
we need to treat them well.” 

One of the engines dates back to 
the 1730s and was hand pumped 
by the firefighters. 

The other two are Victorian and 
were powered by steam. The 
engines were returned to Ely in the 
1980s. 

Mayor of Ely, Cllr fohn Yates, 
said: “We support everything the 
trustees are doing to protect these 
engines.”

Householders given late 
season barbecue warning 


SUMMER may be coming to an end - but 
residents are being reminded to keep safe 
if lighting up barbecues and bonfires. 

The warning comes from firefighters in 
Ely after two garden fires occurred in the 
city within days of each other. 

Brett Mills, watch commander at Ely 
fire station, said: “Even though it’s 
September we are still getting the 
occasional bit of sun for barbecues and 
bonfires will carry on throughout the 
autumn, so we are reminding people how 
to keep their - and their neighbours’ - 
gardens safe from fire.” 

The first blaze happened at a house in 
Downham Road on September 1. 

Mr Mills said: “This had been caused by 
a barbecue the night before. The coals 
had been put with other garden waste 


and compost, and even though they were 
out they were still hot enough to start a 
fire. Never put used coals on flammable 
garden waste - they are still hot enough 
to ignite long after the barbecue has 
finished. 

“Spent ash and coals should be 
emptied onto bare garden soil.” 

On September 2, firefighters were 
called to an out-of-control bonfire at a 
home in Lynn Road. 

Mr Mills said: “Bonfires need to be 
supervised at all times and should not be 
near to anything flammable, such as 
fences and trees. 

“Other waste such as plastics and 
household waste will cause hazardous 
smoke and should not be placed on a 
bonfire.”

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The hit musical Buddy is 22 years 
old - the same age as Buddy 
Holly when he died. More than 
50 years on from that fateful 
night in Iowa, Buddy's widow tells 
why her husband will always be 
with her. 






I MMORTALISED by Don 

McLean in his song American Pie 
as the day the music died, the date 
will forever be ingrained on the 
memory of Maria Elena, widow of 
Charles Hardin ‘Buddy’ Holly. 

Each year, she commemorates the 
passing of her husband, just 22 when 
he died, in the same way. 

“I pray for Buddy, like I do every 
night,” she begins. “I light a candle, I 
buy flowers, and stay home.” 

In June 1958, when the couple had 
been married less than six months, 
the small plane carrying Buddy, 17- 
year-old Ritchie Yalens, J.R ‘the Big 
Bopper’ Richardson, 28, and pilot 
Roger Peterson, 21, plummeted from 
the night sky into a frozen Iowa 
cornfield. 

Though the 50 years that have 
passed have dulled some of the pain, 
the shattering impact of the accident 
still remains with Maria Elena. 

“When Buddy died it was so 
sudden,” she reflects. “Those kinds of 
deaths are very, very difficult to deal 
with because you don’t have the 
chance to say goodbye.” 

The circumstances surrounding 
Buddy’s inclusion on the fateful 
Winter Dance Party Tour of 1959 


only add to the sense of tragedy. “I 
mean, he left home against my will 
-1 was pregnant,” says Maria 
Elena. “He said ‘It will be a short 
tour -1 just can’t continue without 
getting my own money to do what 
we’re planning to do’. We had plans 
to open record companies and our 
own publishing company and 
Buddy also wanted to develop new 
artists, even at that time.” 

Folklore has it that Maria Elena 
had a premonition about the crash 
before he left for the tour. 
“Absolutely, as a matter of fact we 
were both dreaming,” she confirms. 
“Buddy had a dream about leaving 
me on top of a building and I 
dreamt about a comet, this great 
ball of fire coming down.” 

Having discovered news of the 
crash on television, Maria Elena 
says she fell into a ‘catatonic state’, 
unable to digest what had happened. 
She miscarried soon after. 

It was in England on his 1958 
tour that the Buddy Holly legend 
first took off. “Buddy was more 
recognised in the UK than the 
United States,” she says. 

The trademark glasses came to 
represent everything Buddy stood 



for. Elvis he wasn’t, with an 
unconventional look and unique 
talent. This certainly made an 
impression on the Brits. 

Paul McCartney once said that 
at least the first 40 songs the 
Beatles wrote were Buddy Holly- 
influenced. “I would say that John 
Lennon and Buddy would’ve been 
the best of friends,” suggests 
Maria Elena. 

“I know Paul also loved and 
respected Buddy, but I think John 
and Buddy would’ve got together 
to do a duet.” 

Natural then that it was on the 
London stage that Buddy’s legend 
took on a new life with Buddy: 

The Buddy Holly Story, in 1989. 

A smash hit in the West End, on 


tour and around the world for the 
past 22 years, Buddy kick-started 
the craze for “jukebox musicals”. 

Over the years, many actors 
have had the task of filling 
Buddy’s shoes on stage, with 
Roger Rowley and Glen Joseph 
sharing duties on the current 
tour. 

Maria Elena says: “Each 
Buddy has done a tremendous 
job in the way they portray him 
- I’m sure Buddy would’ve 
approved.”

Stumbling across the moors, she 
seeks refuge with clergyman St John 
Rivers (Jamie Bell) and his sisters 
Diana (Holliday Grainger) and Mary 
(Tamzin Merchant) at Moor House. 
As Jane recuperates, she recalls her 
turbulent past and her childhood as a 
10-year-old (Amelia Clarkson) with 
her cruel aunt Mrs Reed (Sally 
Hawkins). 


A friendship with sickly girl Helen 
Burns (Freya Parks) stiffens Jane’s 
resolve and once she comes of age, 
she finds employment at Thornfield, 
where housekeeper Mrs Fairfax 
(Dame Judi Dench) welcomes her. 
Fleeting romantic notions with 
Rochester are extinguished with the 
arrival of Blanche Ingram (Imogen 
Poots), who the downstairs staff 
believe will become the master’s 
wife. 

The film condenses the novel into 
two hours of yearning and regret. 
Wasikowska and Fassbender lead an 
exemplary ensemble cast including 
Dench as a bustling maternal figure 
and Hawkins as a tight-lipped lady of 
the manor, who can turn a room icy 
cold with a single withering glance.

Don't let your 
harvest waste 


K, so your truck is now 
buckling under the 
weight of your fattening 
courgettes, juicy tomatoes, 
plums, green beans, aubergines 
and peppers - and the chances 
are some of it will end up in the 
bin unless you're feeding a 
bunch of hungry vegetarians 
every night. 

However, don’t despair and don’t let 
your courgettes turn into marrows just 
because you don’t know what to do with 
them. A few recipe books may give you 
inspiration to make a job lot of 
ratatouille or other veggie delights which 
you can freeze and enjoy at a later date. 

As part of its Grow Yourself Healthy 
campaign, BBC Gardeners ’ World 
magazine is inviting people to reap the 
rewards of their labour during Harvest 
Week this week, with a list of 
suggestions on how to make the most of 
your crops on its website 
www.gardenersworld.com and in the 
September issue of the magazine. 

Suggestions include hosting your own 
harvest party with the help of a range of 
party menus on the website, which 
feature mouth-watering recipes to show

off your home-grown crops. 

If you have an allotment, organise a 
swap shop where allotment holders can 
bring their excess produce to swap for 
some of your harvest. 

However, if you are reluctant to part 
with the home-grown fruits of your 
labour, there are many ways to preserve 
it so you can be enjoying it well into the 
winter months. 

Tomatoes can be frozen to use in 
sauces, casseroles and other cooked 
dishes. Immerse them in boiling water, 
peel off the skins, let them cool and then 
store them in batches in freezer bags. 
Just remember, they will be soft when 
they are defrosted, so won’t be suitable 
for salads. 

Alternatively, make tomato chutneys 


using a mixture of vinegar, salt and 
sugar, with added spices. Apples, garlic 
and onions can also be used to add 
flavour to chutneys. 

Many vegetables can easily be frozen, 
by preparing and blanching them first 
(plunging in boiling water for a couple 
of minutes and then cooling them in iced 
water for a few minutes so they don't 
continue cooking), then transferring to 
freezer bags. Green beans, asparagus, 
sweetcorn, carrots, Brussels sprouts and 
courgettes can all be frozen in this way. 

Virtually every fruit can be frozen, but 
be warned that when it is defrosted it’s 
likely to be soggy and sitting in juice. 
However, its flavour will not be impaired 
and such fruits are ideally used in 
sauces, compotes, pies and tarts. 

You need to de-stone stone fruits 
before freezing, as the stone will give off 
an almond taint. Apples and plums can 
be sliced, tossed with lemon and sugar, 
then frozen. 

Don't store any apples ripening before 
the end of September, as few of these 
will keep for long. You're better off 
turning them into puree, juice or dried 
apple rings. The best keeping varieties 
hang on the trees through October and 
are only gathered when hard frost hits 
them.

Prepare them for storage by placing 
them in a cool, airy place for a couple of 
days to sweat out any excess moisture. 
Put them out on a chilly evening without 
frost and then put them in storage first 
thing in the morning before they have 
warmed. 

Lay the apples in trays on a bed of 
crumpled or shredded newspaper in a 
frost-free, cool, dark place, such as a 
garage or shed. Pears can be stored in a 
similar environment but should not be 
wrapped. 

Other home produce requires dry 
storage, including potatoes, onions, 
garlic, pumpkins and winter cabbages. 
Potatoes should be left to dry off for 
several hours before storing in a wooden 
box in a dark, frost-free shed. They 
should keep until spring. 


Parsnips, cabbages, cauliflowers, 
beets and other roots keep fresh in the 
ground if covered in loose straw and 
plastic before everything freezes solid. 
Alternatively they can be kept in a cellar, 
or a dead chest-freezer in a shed, where 
the temperature and humidity are 
constant, and if the vegetables are put in 
when cold, they will stay fresh for 
months, although you would need to 
perforate part of the lid seal to allow 
ventilation. 

Onions, garlic and shallots keep easily 
for up to six months if they are well 
dried in a hot, airy place and then kept 
cool and dry, hanging in the roof of a 
dry shed or garage 

There’s no reason you shouldn’t enjoy 
the fruits of your labour well into the 
winter months.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them...

I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss.

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

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Insurance premiums 
face scrutiny after a 
40% hike In last year

THE consumer 
watchdog is to put 
motor insurance 
under the spotlight 
after drivers faced 
average premium 
increases of up to 40 
per cent in a year. 

The Office of Fair 
Trading (OFT) has issued 
a “call for evidence” as it 
looks to establish if any 
competition or 

consumer issues need to 
be addressed to improve 
the motor insurance 
market. 

The role of price 
comparison sites will be 
examined by the OFT as 
it gathers evidence, and 
particular focus will be 
given to reports 
suggesting premiums are 
significantly higher in 
Northern Ireland than 
the rest of the UK. 

The “shoparound ave¬ 
rage” for annual compre¬ 
hensive car insurance 
cover rose by 40.1 per 
cent for the 12 months to 
March 31, according to 
the AA’s British insurance 
premium index. 

The OFT said the call 
for evidence represented 
a quick look into the 
market that may lead to 
a full inquiry if consumer 
or competition issues are 
found. 

It also has the power to 
refer the industry to the 
Financial Services 


Authority (FSA), but the 
OFT could look for 
voluntary action from 
insurance companies to 
assuage any concerns. 

As well as looking at 
price comparison sites, 
the OFT said it identified 
a number of aspects of 
the motor insurance 
market that may raise 
competition or 

consumer issues. 

The provision of credit 
hire replacement 
vehicles to drivers who 
are involved in accidents 
that are not their fault, 
insurance companies’ 
use of panels of 
approved repairers, and 
additional products that 
are sold by insurance 
companies will all be 
considered. 

The OFT will be 
gathering evidence from 
interested parties, while 
working with the 
Ministry of Justice and 
FSA, and will present its 


findings in December. 

Road safety charity the 
IAM has also called on 
insurance companies to 
overhaul their systems 
for calculating prices for 
young drivers after 
finding that a search for 
car insurance quotes for 
an average 17 year old 
driver revealed the 
cheapest annual 
premium to be 
£7,091.38. The top price 
quoted was £9,700. 

This particular search 
- made on a popular 
price comparison site - 
was for the fictional ‘Tom 
Stevens’, with a date of 
birth of the 03/03/1994. 
He has held a full licence 
for one month, and was 
requesting insurance on 
a 2007 1.1-litre Kia 
Picanto. He lives in the 
London Borough of 
Richmond-upon- 
Thames and claimed the 
car would be parked on 
the road. He has no 


previous claims or 
convictions and is in full¬ 
time education with a 
part-time job, and 
requested cover just for 
‘social’ use. 

Once Tom had been 
driving for a year, his 
cheapest quote dropped 
to £2,528.55, on an 
otherwise like-for-like 
basis. 

IAM director of policy 
and research Neil Greig 
said: “Young drivers can 
only learn safer driving 
by practising it, but huge 
insurance premiums risk 
pricing them off the 
road. The challenge for 
the government, the 
insurance industry and 
road safety experts is 
how to balance the need 
for experience with the 
very real risk that young 
drivers pose to them¬ 
selves and other road 
users. 

“When an insurance 
premium is matching 
university tuition fees, 
innovative thinking is 
needed to reward the 
safest young drivers or 
spread the cost in a more 
manageable way. 

“Many young people 
will need a car to get to 
work and there are 
serious implications to 
the economy of young 
people who are unable 
to afford to drive, and to 
road safety if drivers 
simply choose to forgo 
insurance.”

SOHAM secured a point with 
virtually the last kick of the 
game, as they came from 
behind to draw 2-2 away at 
unbeaten Heybridge Swifts on 
Saturday.
